A TRUSTWORTHY INSTITUTION 


Security First National Bank has submitted a high 
bid for purchase of a $10 million block of 1958 storm drain 
bonds. Supervisor Frank G. Bonelli said today. 

The firm filed an offer to 
the Board of Supervisors to 
purchase the bonds at an 
interest rate of 3.17 per cent. 

A total of six bids were sub¬ 
mitted. 

Bonelli, who is chairman 
of the board's Flood Control 


Committee, said the block 
represents the twelfth sale 
of these bonds with $155 
million having been pur¬ 
chased in previous offerings. 

The 1958 program calls for 
construction of 184 key pro¬ 
jects to be financed from 
the $225 million bond issue. 
Voters approved the pro¬ 
gram in November, 1958, 
and construction of the 
first drain got underway the 
following summer. 

About 85 per cent of the 
regular projects have been 
completed or are currently 
under construction, Bonelli 
said. 

When completed, the pro¬ 
gram will add nearly 500 
miles of major drainage 
facilities to the area’s vast 
flood control network. 

Bonelli said the projects 
are designed by the cities 
where they are to be locat¬ 
ed and by County Engineer 
John A. Lambie for unincor¬ 
porated territory. 

The drainage program 
will be supplemented by the 
$275 million bond issue 
which won approval by the 
electorate at the November 
3 general election, the sup¬ 
ervisor added.

by Brown in the contest for the Governorship. And Powers, 
through his long service in the State Senate, dating back 
to 1932 when Anderson was still in his teens, had juidt 
about as formidable a machine as Knowland. 

That was no freak victory for Anderson. He proved 
that in 1962 when, as incumbent, he dumped San Francisco 
Mayor George Christopher, who tried to wrest away the 
Lieutenant Governorship in one of the most heavily financed 
campaigns ever conducted for the office. 

How Anderson, who had only a fraction of Christo¬ 
pher’s financing, won the victory was through the tireless 
and hard-hitting campaign he conducted. He and his wife— 
an attractive and intelligent woman who, he is quick to 
admit, is an asset—worked as if the success of the entire 
Democratic Party depended on their efforts. 

As to the business of his political courage in doing 
what he thinks is right, it should be of great significance 
that back in 1947, when such things were rather unpopular, 
he authored the law in the Legislature which resulted in 
the abolition of racial segregation in California schools. 

In view of these facts and his overall record, there is 
every reason to expect he will conduct the Governorship 
as it ought to be conducted if Governor Brown finds it 
necessary—as we expect he will—to respond to a call 
to Washington.
